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nOPT  THE  METHOD  to  use  from  the  y7rj/— whether  the 
alpliabctic,  or  :i  combination  of  the  phonetic  ami  the 
alphabetic  ;  tliL'  word  system,  the  sentence  system,  a  com- 
bination of  tlie  two.  or  a  union  of  the  best  features  of  all. 

T//E  AlI'IIABET  w\.  first  should  be  taught  with  special  reference 
to  the  illustrations,  and  not  alphabetically.  Commence  with  a  famil- 
iar object — for  example,  a  dog  :  direct  the  attention  of  the  child  to  the 
picture ;  then  to  the  -i-wd pictuiw  or  printed  word  ;  and  then  to  the 
initiai  letter  of  the  word.  In  like  manner,  teach  o  in  ('.v,  audi,'  in  ;//«. 
Finally,  show  the  child  that  (/.  o.  and  ^<,'  form  the  word  dog-.  Or,  teach 
the  alphabet  in  connection  with  the  reviews,  as  dircctetl  on  jiage  20. 
The  letters  shoidd  be  taught  alphabetically:  but  let  this  be  done 
gradually  and  without  special  effort. 

The  ReadIXCS,  in  large  classes,  should  at  first  be  printed  on 
the  blackboaril  and  there  mastered.  Then  let  each  pupil  read  the 
lesson  from  the  book.  In  following  the  word  system,  the  instructor 
will  first  reail  the  sentences  from  the  book,  having  only  separate 
words  printed  on  the  boarti.  After  these  are  learned  by  the  pupils, 
connected  sentences  will  be  read.  In  the  sentence  system  entire  sen- 
tences are  first  taught,  and  then  the  lists  of  words  of  which  they  are 
composed.
